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Do  not  assume  content  reflects  current 
scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 


This  plan  provides  a  means  of  holding  down  initial 
building  cost  on  new  farms.  The  building  may  be  con- 
verted to  other  use  when  a  permanent  house  is  built. 

The  interior  construction  and  equipment  should  be 
removable,  and  the  use  of  a  lightweight  prefab  chimney 
may  be  advisable. 

Other  types  of  construction,  following  this  general 
arrangement,  could  be  substituted. 

The  structure  is  designed  for  areas  where  the  snow  load 
does  not  exceed  20  pounds  per  square  foot. 
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Complete  working  drawings  may  be  obtained  through 
your  county  agent  or  from  the  Extension  agricultural  engi- 
neer at  most  State  agricultural  colleges.  There  is  usually 
a  small  charge.
